1. This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal matters: 
IN THE ABSTRACT 

2. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single paragraph on a 
separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that the abstract not exceed 
150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract on the computer tape used by the 
printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology often used in patent claims, such as "means" 
and "said," should be avoided. The abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist 
readers in deciding whether there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information given in the 
title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The disclosure concerns," 
"The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure describes," etc. 

The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it is merely a recitation of the 
structural limitations and the abstract should be limited to a single paragraph. Rather, the 
Examiner respectfully suggests the Applicants to amend the abstract so that it reflects the novelty 
of invention and design details of apparatus should not be given. Correction is required.

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Reasons for Allowance 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: claims 1-9 have been 
found allowable over the prior art of record since while the prior art of record teaches a thermal 
development apparatus for developing a film for thermal development having a heating drum 
which has at least partially cylindrical surface for transporting and heating the film along with a 
plurality of pressing rollers provided parallel with each other along the outer peripheral surface 
of the heating drum for pressing the film onto the partially cylindrical surface of the heating 
drum but the prior art of record either alone or in combination, neither discloses nor makes 
obvious the combination of a thermal development apparatus /or image recording apparatus 
where the pressing rollers and the partially cylindrical surface of the heating drum are 
specifically designed for satisfying conditions as recited in the instant claims.
